Bread Loaf once had a large network of well-maintained hiking 
trails. People seldom walk now; most of the trails are gone; lumber- 
ing has ruined others. These are the walks which are still possible. 


THE EARTHWORM MANOR TRAIL: Take the road directly behind Earthworm 
Manor and proceed to the lily pond. Bear right and take the first 
right for a shorter hike, the second right for a slightly longer 
one. Both make a loop back to the dirt road behind Earthworm Manor. 
This is an excellent jogging trail. 


TO LAKE PLETAD:(3 to 5 hours) Proceeding east of the Inn follow 
Rte. 125 to the top of Middlebury Gap. The Long Trail crosses 
the highway. Turn right on this and follow it to Lake Pleiad. 
Watch carefully for blazes across ski trails. If you swim in the 
lake, get into the middle quickly, because there are leeches 
along the shore. This hike may be shortened to less than an

THE BROOK TRAIL: Proceeding west of the Inn follow Rte. 125

Follow this until you come 
to Kirby Cemetery, on the right, partially obscured now by 
growth. Turn right, following the trail down to Rte. 125 east of 
the Inn. Turn right again to complete the circuit. 


SOUTH BRANCH OF THE RIVER: (10 min.) Other circuits are gone. 
To geti to the river, cross the field behind Treman and follow 
the trail which begins at the southeast corner. Trails begin 
to the right and left at the river, put expect to bushwhack 

if you take them. If you go to the left you will eventually 
come to the Schoolhouse road. Go left on this, then left on 
Rte. 125 to return. If you go to the right you will come out 
behind the Upson house, west of the Inn on Ries d25.0) Lui 
right on the highway to return.

to this year's scholarship recipients! 


The Lillian Becker Scholarship honors a woman who had a lengthy and 
highyly respectable association with Middlebury College. She received 
her BA from the college in 1944, an MA from Bread Loaf, and served as 
the Bread Loaf Secretary for 28 years. The scholarship which bears 
her name was established by students, faculty, and friends of Bread 
Loaf. The 1979 Lillian Becker Scholar is Carol Ann Morgan who, by her 
own admission, is so delicious and sweet she is known to all as 
"Cookié.™ Cookié was born in Patton, Pennsylvania where she lived 
with her parents and three brothers for her first 18 years. As a i 
child living in the country Cookie. "played football, picked berries, 
swung on vines, and resisted civilization." Not satisfied with the 
culture of Cambria County, Pa., Cookies set out to find another 
through the novels of Jane Austen and George Eliot. As her mother 
"hated books," reading literature was, for Cookie `” an act of ado- 
lescent rebellion. After graduating from Cabria Heights High, Cookie 
attended Lockhaven State College in Pennsylvania. There she studied 
with Frank Vaughn, an 11 year veteran of Bread Loaf. Her heart has 
never been far from the Mountain since. She graduated from Lockhaven 
State in 1971 and began work on her Bread Loaf MA in 1972. Throughout 
her first summer here Cookié "just wanted to go home." She "didn t 
know what anyone was talking about and it rained all the time." She 
claims to have returned for a second summer only because Bart 
Giamatti coached the women's softball team, the Honeybuns. She was ; 
looking for an athletic scholarship. Cookieé-~ earned her Bread Loaf MA 
in 1976, took a summer off, and launched herself on the ™.Litt road 
last summer. This is her 7th season at Bread Loaf. She hopes to make 
it over to Oxford next year. Cookie descibes Bread Loaf as a habit 
whic defies the notion -of habit. Most habits," she says, "keep us 
from growing. But Bread Loaf is dynamic; it encourages growth. In 
"real life," Cookie is ateacher. She taught for 7 years at Cambria 
Heights High, her alma mater, before moving to Windsor High in 
Windsor, Vermont. Four of the six teachers in the English Department 
at Windsor High are Bread Loafers. 


The John M. Kirk Memorial Fellowship was established by ir. and Mrs. 
John Kirk to honor their son who studied at Bread Loaf for several 
summers in the 1960's. John M. Kirk received his doctorate at Brown 
and went on to teach at Colorado College. This year's recipient of 
the John M. Kirk Memorial Fellowship is the lovely and talented 
Michael Murphy. Michael was born in Portland, Maine and lived for 
five years in nearby Cape Elizabeth before moving to Stoneham, Mass. 
where he charged through the next twleve. His parents, fierce pro- 
ponents of the Bennie Profane Moving Plan, then returned to Portland 
and have since flopped back to Stoneham. Michael's earliest memory is 
of sitting on the john, at about age two, clad in a Groucho iarx nose 
and glasses combination, reading a book--either Green Eggs and Ham or 
Emma; he can't recall. Michael has always had a passion for life, but 
only came to understand it when, as an adolescent, he realized he 

had been born exactly 8 months and 28 days after his parents' wedding. 
Soon afetr reaching this startling conclusion, while travelling at 
4KOmph through a parking lot, young Michael was projected missile 
fashion into the wild blue yonder when the sideboard he was standing 
on and the VW under it made a hard left. Michael played four hours of 
a doubleheader before he passed out.

128 years ago today, England's Window Tax was repealed. 

Today is the 196th anniverary of the birth of Simon Bolivar. 
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In a move Sunday which shocked the Addison County softball cir- 
cuit, Bread Loaf Crusters'! general manager and head counsellor Paul 
Cubeta issued Sweet Lou Bernieri his unconditional release as Cruster 
player-manager. Cubeta made the announcement in a press conference 
held in Oxford, England. Ostensibly in Oxford to calm a player dispute 
on the Crusters' Triple A farm team, the Lincoln College Crumpets, 
Cubeta is rumored to be negotiating a major transatlantic trade.
